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FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Conftantirople, Dec. 17. Selim Effendi, Secretary of the 
Treafury, fet out laft Month for Ba (fora, from whence he 
will repair to the Great Mogu!’s Court, in order to exe- 
cwe a Commiflion from the Grand Signor. As our Army 
on the Side of Perfia has fuffer’d very much the lait 
Campaign, the Miniftersof the Divan are actually de- 
liberating on Ways and Means not only to compleat it, 
but alfo to reinforce it with 10,000 Foor. In the mean 
time Orders have been fent to all the Bathaws to get the 
Troops in their refpective Provinces in readinefs to take 

- the Field in the Month of March next. We hear that 
the Kan of the Tartars will furnifh the Port with a Body 
of Six Thcufand Men. 

We hear from the Frontiers, that two Perfian Co- 
lonels are come over to our Army, and as they have de- 
clar’d that they have fomething very. important to com- 
municate to the Porte, they are to be brought hither. 

Genoa, Fan. 9. The Spaniards daily advance towards 
this Republick, and we expect the Infant Don Philip 
will be here ina few Days. By the Retreat of the Pied- 
monteze Troops that were at Oneglia, Loano and Places 
adjacent, the King of Sardinia has loft all Communica- 
tion with the Sea. ‘ 4 

Madrid, Fan. 12. They write from Cadiz, that the 
French Sqtiadron under the Chevalier de Caylus, con- 
fifting of nine Men of War, fet Sail from that Port the 
3rft of laft Month for the Weft-Indies, and that the 
Day before a Swedifh Regifter Ship likewife failed from 
thence for the Havanna. ; 

Augsbourg, Jan. 16. We have receiv’d Advice that on 
the 13th Inftant Prince James-Erneft of Lichtenftein, 
Bithop of Olmutz, was elected Archbifhop of Saliz- 
bourg. 

Hanover, Fan. 19. A few Days fince the Regency fent 
two Officers to the Caftle of Ofterode, to fignify to 
Marfhal Kelleifle and his Brother, that the King of Great 
Britain’s Intention was, that they fhould be carry’d to 
Engiand. Orders were given at the fame tame to make 
thefe two Generals fet out for Harbourg, from whence 
they are to be conducted to Staden, and from thence to 
Cuxhaven, the Place where they are to embark. 

Ratisbon, Fan. 21. The Report that Ainberg had been 
taken by the Auftrians is not confirm’d. They attack’d 
that City very vigoroufly ’till the rth Inftant, but as 
they had not Cannon enough to do the Bufinefs, they 
have thought fit to leave a Body of Troops to block it 
up, and in the mean time to feize upon feveral other 
Places in the Upper Palatinate. This Defign has fuc- 
ceeded ; for we have receiv’d Advice, that they have 
made themfelves Matters of Dietfurt, Berngries, Hemau 
and Newmarck ; in which laft Town there was a Gar- 
rifon of about 1500 Men, who, after a vigorous De- 
fence for two Days, were oblig’d to furrender Prifoners 
of War: The greateft Part of the fine Regiment of Ho- 
henzollern, Dragoons, in the Emperor’s Service, are in 
the Number of the Prifoners. 

There was a Body of Imperial Troops affembled at 
Straubingen, and we reckon they began their March as 
yefterday 3 but whether to pafs the Danube in that 
Neighbourhood, er to come to Kelheim and join the 
French is more than we know. The Auttrians feem a 
little alarm’d at it; at leaft we obferve a great Buftle 
amongft them, efpecially at Stadt-am-hoff, the Garrifon 
of which has been confiderably reinforced, There is an- 
other Body of French Troops, making about 16,000 
Men, already arriv’d on the Frontiers of the Upper Pala- 
tinate from Swabia; but as the Weather is very fharp 
we fuppofe they will bz oblig’d 10 fufpend their March. 

Ratisbon, Fan. 28. Since the Emperor’s Death the 
Bavarian Troops keep quiet in their Quarters, and fo 
do the French. General Bernclau being impatient to 
know whether this Inattion is to be attributed to any 
Difpofition in the Court of Munich to come to an Ac- 
commodation with the Queen of Hungary, he has dif- 
patched a Courier to Vienna for Information on this 
Head: Incthe mean Time he keeps his Troops in 
Readinefs to execute whatever Orders he may receive. 

Munich, Fan. 22. The 20th Inftant, berween Eight 
and Nine at Night, the Emperor died of the Gout in his 
Stomach, after a few Days lilnefs. About Two in the 
Afternoon that Day, his Imperial Majefty muttering 
up all the Sirength he had left, difcours’d about half an 
Hour with the Prince his Son, and gave hut Advice in 
regard to the Meafures he fhould purfue after his De- 
ceafe. Asfoon as the Emperor expir’d, the new Elector 
and the Emprefs Dowager having fhut themfelves up 
with Count Preyfing and a Secretary of the Cabinet, 
theydifpatch’d, about Ten o’Clock at Night, a Courier 
to Vienna, in order to propofe a Sufpenfion of Arms to

The new Elector, whom the 
Emperor declar’d a Major a little before his Death by a 
publick Ae, will be 18 Years old the 28:h of next March. 

Munich, Fan. 24. tis contirm’d that the Elector has 
propofed a Sufpention of Arms to the Queen of Hun- 
gary. Atthe fame Time his Electoral Highnefs fent 
Orders to his Generals not to commit any Hoftilities 
againit the Auftrians 5 which Orders he communicated 
to the Count de Segur, Commandant of the French 
Troops, entreating him to fufpend provifionally all 

Military Operations. 

Munich, far. 27. The Corpfe of the late Emperor was 
inhumed the 25th Inftant. The Veldt Marhal Count 
Seckendorff refolved, upon Account of his great Age, 
to demand Leave of the Elector to refign the Employ- 
ments which the late Emperor conferr’d on him: His 
Electoral Highnefs has granted his Requeft, and told 
him that he thould not forget the Services he had ren- 
der’d his Father. Count Seckendoiff keeps his Regi- 
ment of Pavarians. 

Berlin, Fan. 23. By an Exprefs who arriv’d here the 
2zoth Initant, the King has receiv’d the following Ac- 
count of the new Advantages gain’d by the Prince of 
Anhalt-Deffau over the Auitrian Troops. 

* After having purfwd them (the Auftrians) as far 
as Neuftadr, and oblig’d them to abandon that Pott, 
as well as Holtzeploiz, Leobfchultz and Grebnich, 
the Prince of Anhalt-Detlau divided his Forces into 
three Columns, two of which advanced towards the 
River Oppa, while the third turn’d off to the Left to- 
wards Ratibor. At their Approach the Enemy re- 
tired with great Precipitation from Jagerndortf, and 
immediately after from Troppau: The Troops they 
had at Ratibor, Oderberg and feveral other Potts along 
the Oder, likewife evacuated the fame. Our Troops 
charg’d them vigoroufly in their Retreat, and kill’d 
and wounded many of them, befides a confiderable 
Number taken Prifoners. The Auftrians having thus 
retreated from the forefaid Potts, they march’d away 
all in one Body, having their Rear Guard cover’d by 
four Regiments of Hutlars, The Prince of Anhalt de- 
tach’d in purfuit of them the Regiments of Zietben 
and Malachowiky, Huiars, who atiack’d them with 
fo much Bravery, that after putting them in diforder 
they kill’d and wounded a great many of them, and 
took rio Prifoners. The’ Prince continued the Pur- 
fuit fo v:goroufly, that he has oblig’d the Auftrians to 
repafs the Mora, and retreat beyond the Mountains 
into Moravia, and even under the Cannon of Olmutz, 
By thefe Advantages the Upper Silefia, except fome 
Diftricts near the Oder, is entirely deliver’d from the 
Auftrian Troops, Befides the Prifoners taken from 
the Enemy, our Troops carry’d off a great deal of 
Baggage, Equipages, &c. 

Hambourg, ‘fan. 23. We have Advice from Warfaw, 
that the Treaty of a Quadruple Alliance between his Bri- 
tannick Majeity, the King of Poland Llector of Saxony, 
the Queen of Hungary, and the States General of the 
United Provinces, was fign’d the 8th Inftant by the 
Minifters of the faid Powers. They add, that the 
Court of Ruflia, and fome other Porentates, will be in- 
vited to accede to this Treaty. 

Hambourg, JFan.29. Count Belleifle arriv’d the 24th 
Inftant at Staden, but the Marfhal, his Brother did not 
reach that Place ’till the 26th, having been taken illon 
the Road. They are to tarry there with their Retinue 
*till the Elb is clear of Ice, after which they will em- 
bark on board the two Englifh Frigates actually wait- 
ing for them. 

Bruffels, Fan.28. The Courier which the Govern- 
ment difpatch’d to London is come back, and we heat 
that the Englifh and Hanoverian Troops in thefe Pro- 
vinces have receiv’d Orders to hold themfelves in. readi- 
nefs to march, and regulate their Motions by thofe of 
the French. 

Duffeldorp, Fan. 29. The Duke of Aremberg has de- 
manded of the Bailywicks of Gladbach and Phalen 6000 
Rations of Forrage, upon Pain of Military Execution. 
The Elector of Cologne no fooner received the Exprefs 
with the News of the Emperor’s Death, but he declar’d 
his Intention to,go to Munich. 

Duffeldorp, Feb.2. We hear from Bachum, that the 
Duke of Aremberg called a Council of War as foon as 
he had had Advice of the Emperor’s Death, the Refult of 
which was to march the Confederate Army towards 
Francfort. 

Pavis, Fan.25. The Pretender’s Son fet out a few 
Days fince with fix Poft-Chaifes, and ’tis given out that 
he is gone to the Infant Don Philip’s Army.
